Art.  3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
in  regard  to  discounting  taxes. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
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the  Selectmen  to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the 
time  they  examine  and  appraise  the  property  to  be 
taxed. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  upon  the  credit  of  the  Town,  the 
sum  of  $60,000,  if  needed 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector  s 
Deeds  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  weekly  band  con- 
certs during  the  months  of  July  and  August  1940  by  the 
Conway  Band  under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen, 
agreeab’e  to  a petition  signed  by  Ralph  L.  Grindle  and 
others. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  the  construction  of  the  Class  II  Road, 
known  as  the  River  Road,  N.  W.,  to  Bartlett  town  line, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,777.50;  or  will 
accept  State  Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V Roads, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $860.79  for  said 
purpose.

To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  straighten 
and  surface  the  road  beginning  at  Mudgett  Hill,  so 
called,  which  at  present  is  under  construction,  to  the 
stone  culvert  on  the  Ivy  Hill,  so  called,  a distance  of 
3/10  of  one  mile,  agreeable  to  a petition  signed  by  D. 
Wakefield  Davidson  and  others. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
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priate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  installa- 
tion of  a drain  in  the  fieM  on  the  west  side  of  West 
Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Conway  in  the  rear  of  the 
premises  of  Fred  C.  Abbott,  Gertrude  E.  Stimson,  and 
Charles  Perkins  and  Frank  Penner,  agreeable  to  a peti- 
tion signed  by  Fred  C.  Abbott  and  others. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appi  opriate  a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  improve 
1 esur face  and  tarvia  the  road  leading  from  Intervale 
Depot  to  the  East  line  of  the  Clarendon  lot  known  as 
Dinsmore  Street,  agreeable  to  a petition  .signed  by  Fred 
W.  Dinsmore  and  others. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $301  based  on  1/100  of  1%  of  the 
assessed  valuation  for  town  share  of  cooperative  par- 
ticipation in  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association, 
agreeable  to  a petition  .signed  by  Noel  T.  Wellman. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  wid 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  laying  a new  street 
drain  in  North  Conway  Village  beginning  opposite  a 
large  elm  tree  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  near  the 
A.  & P.  Store  and  running  South  on  same  street  about 
1,200  feet  to  corner  opposite  Grove  Street  to  an  angle 
near  the  Log  Cabin  so  called,  thence  southwest  on 
Tasker  Hill  Road  about  400  ft.  to  a discharge ; also  side 
drain  starting  at  the  low  point  on  Seavey  Street,  west 
of  M.C.R.R.  and  runing  west  in  said  street  and  crossing 
Main  Street  to  a junction  opposite  Warren’s  Drug  store;

To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  to  resurface  and 
tar  the  road  and  hill  near  the  property  of  Norman  A. 
Barnes  in  Kearsarge,  N.  H.,  agreeable  to  a petition 
signed  by  Norman  A.  Barnes  and  others. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  widen  at 
both  ends,  and  improve  the  bridge  and  its  approaches 
on  Main  Street,  Conway  Village,  estimated  to  cost 
$1,500,  agreeable  to  a petition  signed  by  P.  J.  Littlefie!d 
and  others. 

Art.  18  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($300) 
for  the  support  of  Memorial  Hospital,  North  Conway, 
New  Hampshire,  agreeable  to  a petition  signed  by  Ralph 
L.  Crockett  and  others. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sufficient  sum  of  money  to  lay  out, 
construct  and  maintain  a road  to  the  residences  of 
Sumner  Layne,  Carl  Tripp  and  Mrs.  Ham,  agreeable 
to  a petition  signed  by  Sumner  B.  Layne  and  others. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $20  to  pay  for  electric  current  at 
White  Mountain  Airport,  agreeable  to  a petition  signed 
by  Wylie  L.  Apte  and  others. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  laying  a new 
street  drain  east  side  of  Mill  St.,  Center  Conway,  start- 
ing at  the  property  of  Eaton  Hall  and  ending  at  Peter- 
son’s Brook,  agreeable  to  a petition  signed  by  Plummer 
Potter  and  others. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  upon  the  credit  of  the  Town  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  to  obtain  Federal  or  State  Aid 
on  any  project  agreeable  to  the  Selectmen  for  which 
application  may  be  made. 
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Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  .sufficient  to  defray 
the  expense  of  grading  and  tarring  Grove  Street  from 
the  M.C.R.R.  to  Seavy  Street  agreeable  to  a petition 
signed  by  Frank  E.  Littlefield  and  others;  said  peti- 
tioners have  applied  to  the  Selectmen:  to  lay  out  a 
street  from  the  M.C.R.R.  at  Grove  Street;  thence  east- 
erly along  schoolhouse  land  to  the  southern  end  of  Grove 
Street  as  it  comes  in  from  Seavey  Street. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Conway,  N.  H.,  to  put 
all  .snow  ploughing  done  by  the  small  ploughs  up  for 
bid  every  year.  Bids  to  be  advertised  for  in  the  Re- 
porter at  least  two  weeks  before  opening.  Opening  to 
be  public,  and  to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  that 
is  a resident  of  the  Town  of  Conway,  N.  H.  Each  bid- 
der to  deposit  a certified  check  for  three  hundred  dol- 
lars with  his  bid.  The  checks  of  the  successful  bidders 
to  be  held  till  the  performance  of  their  contracts,  others 
to  be  returned  within  seven  days.  The  truck  to  be  used 
not  to  be  more  than  four  years  old,  not  to  be  more 
than  140”  in  wheelbase,  and  to  be  of  at  least  lj£  ton 
capacity  as  per  manufacturer.  The  Selectmen  to  have 
the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  agreeable  to  a petition 
signed  by  W.  M.  Duprey  and  others. 

Art.  25.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

The  Conway  Woman’s  Club,  Miss  Gertrude  Shurt- 
leff,  Mr.  Paul  Dixon,  Mr.  Leroy  Lewis,  Mr.  Charles 
Chamberlain,  Miss  Alice  Hastings,  Mr.  Cecil  Head  and 
Mr.  Clarence  E.  Eastman  gave  valuable  books  this  last 
year  to  the  library. 

Particularly  should  Mr.  Eastman  be  mentioned,  for 
in  the  last  eleven  years,  he  has  given  over  one  thousand 
books,  these  for  the  most  part  have  been  Western 
Stories  or  books  for  the  Boy  Scouts.  Mr.  Eastman 
died  at  Pasadena,  California,  on  June  21,  1939.  In  his 
will  he  gave  and  bequeathed  to  the  Conway  Public 
Library  two  thousand  dollars.  The  interest  on  this 
amount  will  be  used  annually  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
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Book  Week  was  recognized  by  a realistic  display 
of  dolls  from  “Around  the  World”  These  were  de- 
signed and  made  by  Miss  Pollard.  The  excellence  of 
their  construction  won  state-wide  publicity.  In  all 
events  that  relate  to  the  progress  of  the  library  Mass 
Pollard  has  been  outstandingly  able.  Because  of  her 
unceasing  interest  and  ability,  our  Library  gives  a ser- 
vice to  Conway  people  that  is  excelled  by  only  a few 
towns  in  New  Hampshire. 

Miss  Pollard  contributed  to  the  program  of  the 
District  Meeting  of  New  Hampshire  Librarians  that  was 
held  at  Center  Ossipee,  and  attended  the  Fiftieth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  N.  H.  L.  A.  that  was  held  at  the  Ply- 
mouth Teachers’  College.  Her  assistant.  Miss  Mary 
Roberts  was  a student  at  the  Summer  Library  School, 
held  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.

On  December  21,  1939,  Mr.  Newman  gave  to  the 
Conway  Public  Library  his  painting  “The  Soap  Mak- 
ers.” This  picture  had  a conspicuous  place  in  the  State 
of  Maine  Exhibit  at  the  1892  Chicago  World’s  Fair. 
Even  at  that  time  it  depicted  a type  of  work  that  was 
nearly  obsolete.  Aside  from  its  value  as  a work  of  a 
distinguished  artist,  it  will  be  of  increasing  value  from 
the  view  point  of  history.  It  is  hung  on  the  east  wall 
of  the  Library  Hall  where  it  may  be  enjoyed  by  all 
people  who  live  in,  or  come  to  our  Saco  Valley  Region. 

Miss  Pratt,  with  the  State  Bookmobile,  Mrs. 
McKeen,  the  librarian  at  East  Conway,  Mrs.  Snow  at

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Conway: 

During  the  summer  an  expenditure  of  approximately 
$450  was  made  at  the  Shirley  school  for  grading  and 
painting.  The  result  is  a marked  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  building  and  of  the  grounds.  A spe- 
cial appropriation  was  made  last  March  for  this  expense. 

Other  projects  undertaken  and  completed  include 
grading  of  the  school  grounds  at  North  Conway  and  the 
installation  of  lights  at  Redstone  and  at  Center  Conway. 
There  was  no  appropriation  for  these  projects  but  a suffi- 
cient balance  was  left  over  from  last  year  to  take  caie 
of  the  cost. 

In  1930  there  were  144  pupils  in  the  North  Conway 
schools.  The  number  has  steadily  increased  and  we  find 
this  year  a registration  in  excess  of  200  pupils.  The 
problem  of  distributing  sixty  or  more  additional  pupils 
in  the  several  grades  has  been  complicated  by  the  limita- 
tions of  the  building.  There  are  four  excellent  class 
rooms,  one  that  is  passable,  one  too  small,  and  a large 
room  used  for  assembly.  An  arrangement  has  been 
worked  out,  however,  so  that  each  of  the  first  four  grades 
has  a separate  class  room,  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  aie 
together  in  another  room,  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  m 
another.  To  partially  relieve  congestion  in  the  upper 
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grades  an  overflow  room  take.s  care  of  some  pupils  from 
both  the  sixth  and  the  seventh  grades.  For  the  present 
this  is  a satisfactory  organization  and  has  resulted  in 
greatly  increasing  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching.  The 
fourth  grade  now  occupies  a part  of  the  assembly  room 
v hich  has  proved  to  be  a very  satisfactory  class  room 
and  entirely  comfortable.  This  plan  made  necessary 
the  employment  of  an  additional  teacher  and  the  ex- 
penditure of  $o50  for  furniture  and  refitting.  The  ex- 
pense for  the  additional  teacher  was  not  included  in  the 
budget  for  the  current  year  but  the  employment  of  the 
teacher  was  considered  justifiable  for  the  educational 
interests  of  the  children.  The  budget  proposed  for  next 
yeai  provides  for  a continuance  of  the  present  arrange- 
ment. 

A more  satisfactory  solution  of  the  North  Conway 
situation  is  to  divide  the  assembly  room  into  two  larg'e 
class  rooms,  move  the  upper  grades  upstairs,  assign  a 
separate  teacher  to  each  of  the  first  five  grades,  and 
organize  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  one 
school  with  two  teachers  and  some  departmental  teach- 
ing. This  plan  was  successfully  followed  in  the  Con- 
way school  for  a number  of  years. 

Electric  lights  are  already  installed  throughout  this 
building.  At  the  time  they  were  put  in,  the  thought 
was  that  they  were  for  general  convenience  and  not 
particularly  for  class  room  use.  At  any  rate  when  used 
on  dark  days  during  school  hours,  they  are  entirely 
inadequate  and  highly  detrimental  to  eyesight.  Each 
class  loom  at  least  .should  be  provided  with  approved 
lighting  for  use  on  dark  days  and  late  winter  afternoons. 
Drinking  fountains  and  a lavatory  should  be  placed  on 
the  second  floor. 

By  referring  to  statistical  Table  I,  it  will  be  noted 
that  our  one-room  schools  are  filled  to  capacity.  Thirty 
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pupils  distributed  in  a maximum  of  eight  grades  is  a 
heavy  load  for  the  most  competent  teacher.  However, 
the  records  show  that  pupils  from  these  rural  schools 
come  to  the  high  school  with  fully  as  good  a preparation 
as  the  pupils  from  the  village  .schools. 

At  this  writing  the  final  audit  of  the  Public  Works 
Administration  on  Project  N.  H.  1 121 K has  not  been 
made  and  the  amount  of  the  final  payment  of  the  govern- 
ment to  the  Building  fund  is  not  yet  determined.  The 
last  piece  of  equipment  has  been  installed  and  the  final 
settlement  should  occur  within  a few  weeks. 

The  school  board  had  hoped  that  the  government 
would  participate  in  paying  forty-five  per  cent  of  all 
items  of  equipment,  but  the  school  district  will  have  to 
pay  the  entire  bills  for  the  small  shop  tools,  kitchen 
utensils  and  dishes,  and  for  the  drawing  instruments, 
on  the  ruling  that  they  are  not  “permanent”  equipment. 
We  expect  however,  participation  by  the  government 
in  all  other  major  equipment  for  shop,  furniture,  labora- 
tory, cooking  and  sewing  room,  stage,  bleachers,  assem- 
bly .seats,  curtains,  and  electric  clock  and  signal  system. 

The  capital  indebtedness  of  the  district  on  account 
of  the  high  school  addition  is  $85,000  represented  in 
bonds  bearing  two  per  cent  interest.  The  first  bond  for 
$5000  will  be  paid  in  February,  1941,  and  the  last  bond 
matures  in  1959.  For  the  first  part  of  this  term  the 
bonds  are  for  $5000  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
term  for  $4000. 

We  have  incurred  some  obligations  which  we  did 
not  anticipate  and  in  which  the  government  will  not 
participate.  The  contract  with  Mr.  Cunningham  did 
not  provide  for  grading  and  this  had  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  district.  A very  excellent  job  was  done 
for  approximately  $2000.  There  is  also  an  item  of  $200 
for  an  asphalt  tile  floor  in  the  cooking  room  because 
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we  found  that  a cement  floor  was  unacceptable.  All 
cement  floors  we  painted  at  the  completion  of  the  con- 
tract. Much  of  the  labor  was  provided  by  students  un- 
der the  direction  of  Mr.  Berry. 

The  increase  of  operating-  expenses  on  account  of 
manual  and  domestic  arts  courses,  including  salaries  and 
necessary  supplies  is  about  $3400.  The  increased  cost 
of  maintaining  a larger  building  in  the  items  of  fuel, 
light  and  power  and  additional  janitor  service  is  esti- 
mated at  $2200. 

The  largest  item  of  .school  costs  is  salaries  of  teach- 
ers. Salaries  paid  in  Conway  are  low  in  comparison 
with  the  average  salaries  throughout  the  state.

In  comparison  with  other  school  districts  the  per 
pupil  cost  in  Conway  is:  Kennett  high  .school,  $95.69; 
state  median,  $104.29;  elementary  Conway,  $59.87; 
state  median,  $81.07. 

Comparison  of  per  pupil  costs  however  has  interest 
but  not  necessarily  any  great  significance  because  the 
factors  that  contribute  to  schools’  costs  are  difherent  in 
each  district. 

There  is  a fallacy  entertained  by  many  intelligent 
persons.  Some  believe  that  industrial  and  household 
arts  courses  are  a concession  to  mediocrity  and  an  op- 
portunity chiefly  to  those  who  cannot  succeed  in  ordinary 
.school  work.  This  view  is  entirely  incorrect.  It  is  true 
that  occasionally  a pupil  who  has  little  interest  in  school 
finds  a new  impetus  in  the  opportunity  for  industrial 
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and  domestic  course.  When  this  happens  we  are  happy, 
but  very  often  it  does  not  happen.  The  opportunity  for 
this  kind  of  work  in  school  is  no  cure-all.  In  general 
tho.se  who  do  well  in  their  academic  studies  succeed  also 
in  the  manual  and  domestic  arts  courses.  This  new 
(to  us)  type  of  school  work  makes  its  appeal  to  the 
gifted  as  well  as  to  those  of  less  abilities  because  this 
is  a new  age.  The  fetish  of  the  white  collar  job  is  no 
longer  potent.  Those  who  are  obsessed  by  the  idea 
that  a white  collar  job  is  the  only  desirable  goal  may 
well  be  reminded  that  most  white  collar  jobs  are  preceded 
by  service  in  overalls. 

The  administrative  and  clerical  work  of  this  union 
has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  the  last  three 
years,  and  the  direct  supervision  of  instruction  by  the 
superintendent  has  been  largely  abandoned.  The  sit- 
uation cannot  be  otherwise  until  we  can  afford  to  main- 
tain an  office  and  a full  time  clerk.

Report  of  Headmaster 


John  H.  Fuller,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit  the  following  report  of  Kennett  High 
School,  based  largely  upon  the  school  of  the  current 
year. 

We  have  had  a total  registration  this  year  of  223 
pupils:  109  boys  and  114  girls.  This  is  the  first  year 
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for  some  time  that  the  number  of  girls  in  high  school 
has  exceeded  that  of  boys ; but  it  is  the  usual  situation 
in  the  country  as  a whole.  There  are  5 post  graduates, 
49  Seniors,  45  Juniors,  70  Sophomores,  54  Freshmen. 
Post  graduate  students  have  been  admitted  only  when 
their  presence  was  evidently  not  in  any  way  detrimental 
to  the  class  of  undergraduates  in  subjects  they  desired 
to  take. 

Fourteen  pupils  have  left  school  during  this  year : 
3 Seniors,  3 Juniors,  3 Sophomores,  and  5 Freshment. 
Of  these  four  have  moved  out  of  town,  three  were  em- 
ployed, two  were  ill,  two  lacked  interest  in  school,  and 
three  were  unable  to  keep  pace  with  their  classmates. 
It  is  too  early  yet  to  see  the  effect  of  the  holding  power 
of  the  new  courses  in  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics ; but  we  expect  this  will  become  evident  another 
year.  The  boys  and  girls  who  have  left  did  not  have 
time  to  learn  to  know  and  appreciate  the  new  courses. 
The  morale  among  pupils  registering  in  this  group  is 
exceedingly  good;  perhaps  this  explains  the  remarkably 
few  failures  to  be  noted  below. 

The  attendance  for  the  half  year  just  completed  has 
been  very  poor;  the  worst  I have  known  in  my  school 
experience.  Various  types  of  illness  explain  a great 
deal  of  this  trouble,  but  many  pupils  and  parents  fail 
to  appreciate  that  lost  work  cannot  be  completely  made 
up.  A student’s  grades  may  or  may  not  show  loss, 
but  in  the  long  run,  over  a period  of  time  the  gaps  in 
background  show,  and  the  pupil  i.s  handicapped.  This 
is  most  evident  among  brilliant  pupils,  who  have  been 
allowed  to  omit  a grade. 

Parents  who  allow  their  pupils  to  miss  school  for 
trivial  reasons,  who  make  dental  and  other  appointments 
on  school  time,  are  doing  their  children  a real  disservice. 
During  the  first  semester,  however,  we  had  56  pupils 
who  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy.  The  future  em- 
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ployers  of  these  boys  and  girls  will  be  pleased  with  such 
habits,  and  I believe  these  students  have  made  a real 
step  toward  success  both  in  and  out  of  school. 

The  registration  by  classes  follows:  English,  222; 
French,  47;  Latin,  48;  Science,  108;  Mathematics,  115; 
Social  Science,  176;  Commerce,  140;  Industrial  Arts,  65; 
Home  Economics,  70.  The  registration  in  the  latter 
two  courses  seems  small  until  it  is  understood  that  each 
class  meets  two  periods  each  day;  so  that  these  figures 
might  well  be  doubled  to  give  the  number  of  pupil 
periods.  These  classes  are  not  overcrowded,  but  are 
working  at  better  than  80%  of  capacity  the  first  vear. 
4 his  is  indicative  of  the  popularity  of  the  courses. 

Grades  at  mid-year  even  in  the  face  of  the  poor 
attendance,  were  remarkably  complete,  and  in  general 
more  satisfactory  than  usual.  We  divide  our  mid-year 
honor  lists  into  groups  of  pupils  having  grades  of  85% 
or  better  in  3,  4,  5,  and  6 subjects  each.  There  are 
many  who  receive  this  grade  in  one  or  two  classes,  who 
have  no  recognition  given  them  on  the  honor  lists.  At 
mid-years  we  have  one  pupil  with  honors  in  6 courses; 
13  in  5 courses;  22  in  4 courses,  and  17  in  3 courses:  a 
total  of  53  in  210  courses,  or  an  average  of  about  4 
courses  each. 

At  mid-years  we  had  40  pupils  failing  in  56  courses ; 
not  quite  \y2  courses  each. 

I consider  this  a fairly  good  scholastic  record,  as 
reports  from  our  graduates  at  college  indicate  that  with 
reasonable  industry  in  college  they  maintain  or  improve 
their  high  school  grades.  It  is  our  opinion  that  most 
of  the  failures  occurring  are  due  to  lack  of  home  study. 
Parents  frequently  tell  me  that  their  students  never 
do  home  work  because  they  say  they  have  none  to  do. 
Had  these  parents  remembered  the  last  rank  cards  they 
signed,  they  would  have  known  this  to  be  “wishful 
thinking.” 
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Last  June  the  school  graduated  a class  of  thirty- 
seven,  twelve  of  whom  are  in  college,  two  in  nursing 
school,  seven  in  trade  or  commercial  school,  four  are 
post  graduates  at  Ivennett,  two  girls  are  married,  and 
seven  other  graduates  are  employed.  The  record  of  the 
class  of  1939  during  the  first  half  year  out  of  high  school 
is  one  of  our  best. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  in  our  new  plant, 
and  to  see  the  pride  the  boys  and  girls  have  taken  in  the 
use  and  care  of  it.  We  have  not  gone  far  as  yet  in 
realizing  all  of  its  possibilities,  but  we  shall  do  so  more 
and  more  in  the  coming  years.  It  has  been  interesting 
indeed  to  see  the  growth  in  school  .spirit  during  the  fall 
and  winter,  partly  due  to  the  influence  of  an  excellent 
teaching  corps,  but  in  no  small  degree  due  to  adequate 
room,  equipment  and  curricular  opportunities.
